LIFE AND AGE 

TN this modem age 
there arc people — 
not many — • who live 
lunely lives from choice. 
Others have loneliness 
tlu-usi upon them. And 
the lot of these is not 
a happy one. 
It is surprising, however, to read of 
a 5c& peaiint, reputedly 107 years of 
age, who handed himself because he 
had no friends left. 

The incident gives the world of to- 
day something to think about.

shadow" of Tennyson's poem, praying 
vainly for the release of death.
